(57) Abstract: Providing medical communi- 
cations to patients using the steps of receiving 
first data relating to a lest from a laboratory via 
electronic data interchange and retrieving sec- 
ond data relating to a patient associated with the 
first test data. A medplate is selected medplate 
based upon the first test data and autopopulated 
medplate based upon the first test data and the 
second patient data. Transformation rules are 
applied to select default textual fragments based 
upon the first test data.
